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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The Nestor of Jewish literati, Leopold Zanz, reached his eighty-eighth 
birthday yesterday. To no man living is the Jewish world more indebted than 
to this secluded old man now living in one of the bye streets of Berlin. Not a 
book of any note dealing with Jewish questions has issued from the press for 
the last half-century but has been inspired by the genius of this remarkable 
man who may almost be-said to have created Jewish science. As a correspon- 
dent points out in an eloquent communication, this particular birthday of 
Leopold Zupnz is epecially memorable as it is at the same time the 
jabilee year of his truly epoch-making work the “ Gottesdientsliche Vortra ge 
der Jaden historisch entwickelt ” the title of. which may be translated “ the 
Historical Development of Jewish Hemiletics”” Under this somewhat uninavit- 
ing title Zanz, with astonishing learning and marvellous critical acumen, has 
determined the age and characteristics of more than 100 works of the first ten 
centuries inclading all the Midrashim, has settled the age and original 
form of most of the prayers and traced the origin of the Piyutim. It is 
probably the greatest critical work’ of the century, when we consider the vast 
amount of material investigated, the novelty and sureness of the critical method 
employed, and tLe pregnant and eloquent style in which the results are given. 
No Wolf or Lachmann has ever had such a vast field to investigate, or one 80 
utterly unworked by predecessors. We can give a hearty Amen to the wish of 
our contributor that many more anniversaries of the 10th of August may find 
Leopold Zunz living aad crowned with the horour and admiration that is to 
much his due, : 


The letter sent us by Mr. Laurence Oliphant and printed in another column 
confirms us ia our impression of his practical grasp of the subject which he has 
made his own. Notwithstanding the repulse which his plans have been met 
with through political motives, he still does not despair and recognises that 
there is yet plenty of work to do by way of preparation for the cvlonization of 
the Holy Land. His advice that this preparatory process should consist in 
weaning Russian and Roumanian youths from peddling, &c., and accustoming 
them to manual Jabour in agriculture and in handicrafts is most sound. The 
moral influence uf work conscientiously executed by skilled labour is 80 beneli- 
cial to the labourer that, quite apart from any question of Palestine colonization, 
the importance of such training should be brought bome to Russian Jews. Mr, 
William Mortis has lately been impressing this point on Eoglish workmen in 
his excellent “ Hopes and Fears for Art” aod we fancy that if a Hebrew tran- 
slation of some of his essays could be introduced into Russia and Russian Jows 
could be induced to read them, as much guod would be done towards solving the 
Rasso-Jewish question as towards promoting Mc. Oliphant’s scheme af coloniza- 
won. 


Although. our St. Petersburg correspondent speaks in a somowhat despond™ 
ing tone of the minor disturbances that still continue to vex the Jews of Nussia, 
there is oue featare of his description which strikes us as of happy augury. He 
mentions that in all most every case, tue authorities come to the aid of the Jews 
at the earliest possible moment and show by every means in their power that 
they are deteriniped to put down any rising against the Jews. This change of 
ultitude is the best possible guarantee against any wide-spread of the disorders, 
and indicates that Count Tolstoi is sincere in his desire to repress all anti- 
Jewish agitation in Russia. It cannot be hoped that everything will become 
quite tranquil all of a sudden, Such violent ebullitions-of popular feeling 
cannot be expected to sabside without some slight outbursts, which are in fact 
one of the symptoms that the movement ia subsiding. 


The Vienna Conference has met and dissolved, after a number of protracted 
mectings between the 2ad and 4th of August. It can scarcely be said to have 
lven as representative as the earlier ono at Berlin, as Frankfort was hot repre- 
sented, and Berlin only on the last day. We understand that the Conference 
linally settled on the modus operandi of evacuating Brody and other places 
voder discuseion, and made arrangements for those emigrants who may be 
returned from America, As it was known that these would be the topics to 
which the attention of the Conference would be directed, its results cannot be 
called very startling, and we must wait for the practical resulis before pronounc- 
ing on its success, The great difference between the Berlin Conference and the 
one just held at Vienna was that the former had to settle principles, while the 
latter had a practical task before it, only the details requiring settlement. The 
Contioent has pow an epporunity of chowivg its competeyce in organizing 
rcpatriation, as compared with the capacity shown by Eugland in organizing 
emigration, | | 


The letter which we published in our last week’s number from the Secretary 
of the Cincinnati Russian Relief and Emigrants’ Aid Society is another of those 
curiosities of American literature evoked by the action of the Mansion House 
Committee. It is highly sensational, but lacks one little qualificatioa—truh, 
It is doubtless well-known to our readers that the London Committee never 


agreed to send all its refugees to New York, then to be “distributed through | 


the country to such places as were willing and able to receive them.” It was 
just because the Committee knew that no place was williog to receive them that 
they adopted the wise and natural method of dispersion, so that no one locality 
wight be overburdened. If, exceptionally, as was the case of Milwaukee, they 
sent a large number to one place, there was a especial reason, The people sent 
were all strong, able-bodied, specially selected agricultaris's, nearly all single 
- Inen, wanting no help wha‘ever, and as they were timed to arrive exactly at the 
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harvest season when labour was acarce, they had only to be sproad about the 
neighbourhood of Milwaukee, which is the centre of an agricultural district, 
and to be civilly told where they conld find work. Such emigrants should not 
be spoken of as paupers ; for they cannot fail to add to the riches of the country 
that receives them. The Mansion House emigrants may have been joined on the 
road by impostors who deceived our correspondent. — 


. The sensational story of the arrival of 250 helpless souls in Cincinnati, all 
in a state of starvation and destitute of clothing, must also be regarded as an 
American mistake. Al! members of this convoy—the last sent from Liverpool— 
were supplied with new clothing before departure. Zach case had a draft, 
payable at Cincinnati, for a sum averaging about 20 dollars, besides a small sum 
in cash for the necessities of the journey,’and their inland fare was paid for 
them in advance, Human forethought could do no more. People so provided 
could never have arrived “ starving and naked.” 


‘The tale of the arrival of 500 refugees at St. Panl, Minnesota, is likewise a 
fiction. No sucli number were ever sont there, although the addition to the 
numbers sent may perhaps be explained by unauthorized hangers-on gathered 
on the way. A considerable number of bond Ade agriculturista were sent 
to St. Paul, also to Milwaukee, end those were all furnished at Liver- 
pool with good new.clothing, “through” railway tickets to the Far West, 
drafts payable at St. Paul, and cash for requisites on the railway journey. 
Possibly few emigrants of such a class were ever so well provided as these poor 
Russians. The Cincinnati Secretary, at the conclusion of his letter, exhibits a 
highly erroneous frame of mind on the subject of the Rasso Jewish 
immigration. Hoe writes: ‘ [¢ the Lonioa Committee will send agents 
and suflicieat meaus to take charge of them (the emigrants) and to keep them, 
they can find people to aesist them here in numbera,’’ In other words, England, 
with its 50,000 Jows, is to do everything, and America with its 350,000 Jews 
is todo nothing. Truly, a fair division of the work! 


Sir George Bowyer, in a letter which we publish in another column, con- 
plains of our having carried “ liberality or liberalism rather far" by referring 
with #tisfaction to the presence of Professor Huxley at the consecration of the 
St. Johu’s Wood Synagogue and of having said that the Professor's “feelings 
could not have been jarred by anything in the Consecration Service.” We can 
well understand that the champion of Roman Catholicism should not be ab'e to 
sympathise with the view wo expressed. The fardamental doctrines of Judaism 
cannot be affected by the progress of science. Jews have every reascn to evi co 
appreciation of those who devote their life's work to unlocking the hidden 
secrets of Nature. In this, one of the roblest of all labours, do mon best pro- 
mote real religion, by killing superstition and opening up ever widening views 
of God's omnipotence. 


Mr. Shapira has concluded his description of his most recently acquired 


| collection of Karaite and other Arabian manuscripts, most of which are now the 


property of the British Museum, and he has printed from soveral of his newly 
discovered Arabian commentaries some highly interesting notes on difficult 
passages in the Bible. A manuscript by Abraham ben Solomon dealing with 
Joshua, Judges, Samuel, and part of Kings, would seem capable of aiding 
the revisers of the Authorized Version of the Old Testament now at 
work at Westminster. -Thas in the passage in the [iret Book of 
Samuel (chap. x., v. 2), when Kachel’s tomb is described as being “ in 
the border of Benjamin at Zelzah " instead of being at Ephrath 
in Judah, as the Book of Genesis twice asserts, the commentator, by . 
giving a new. but very probable interpretation to a single preposition, remaves 
at once the contradiction. Other equally remarkable instances of the removal 
of ambiguities are quoted by Mr. Shapira. In the 17th chapter of the same 
book (verse 52) David is in the ordinary text described id one line as wanting 
to go forth in his armour, and in the next as saying he cannot go forth in il. 
The new commentator suggests that the word 72%, that is “ he wanted,” is a 
misreading for 8, that is “ be was fatigued,’ and quotes other instances of a 
similar mistaken interchange of letters, 


A curious explanation of the Levitical precept kuown to us as “ thou shalt 
vot seethe the kid in its mother’s milk” ia givéu by the collector from a Karaite 
manuscript. The Karaites always strive to interprot tho words of the Biblical 
text as strictly as possible, and to resist tho temptation into which rabbinical 


- commentators often fall of upholding some traditional siguification, even whore 
itis unsupported by the grammatical rales of the Lebrow language. In this in- 


stance the Karaite annotator translates the passage before us,“ thou shalt not 


ripen the sweet fruits with the milk of the mother (tree).” The word 7)— 


* kid "—he connects with 73%) 273", “ sweet fruit.” The verse is taken to refer 
to the custom still common in Palestine of smearing figs aud olives with the 
white milky juice of the tree, in order to hasten their ripening, and the Karaile 


writer affirme that the practice is forbidden as being injurious to the tree, that 


the prohibition is introduced here so that the first fruits tur diviae sacrifice might 
not be artificially matured. This strange interpretation is supported by the 
context. The verse fullows the equally knowa sentence, “ the fiat of the first 
fruits of thy land thon shalt bring into the hevee of the Lord thy God." My, 
Shapira gives other examp'es of Biblical eriticisn from Karaito sources, of 
which a commentary of the ninth century is said to resonble in tone that

acquaintance with the scenes of the great events of Bible history. The text of 
one of the Kavraite Biblical Manuscripts Mr, Shapira regards as in some respects 
superior to our owa versions, and he instances some chapters in the Book of Job, 
notably chapters thirty-five to thirty-seven, where the re-arrangement of the 
verses greatiy aids the general sense. It would be well worth the while if some 
of our Biblical stadents were to fally study the whole collection, and the Jewish 
community would, we feel sure, be realy to welcome any such contribation to 
Biblical literature, 


It would be of very great service to those who are endeavouring to extend 
our knowledge of Anglo-Jowish history, if a general index could be compiled 
of the manuscript documents on thé subject in which the na mes of the libraries 
where they may be found were clearly stated. Although the Record Office bas 
large masecs of state papers relating to Jews, its stores by no means exhaust 
the unprinted anthorities. The muniment rooms of Westminster Abbey still 
contain a valuable number of anciéat chirographs and starrs, and we believe 
that the authorities of the Tower of London have not yet diepatched their vast 
collection of Jewish papers to, the Rolla’ House at the back of Chancery Lane. 
In the British Maseum the Sloane collection of manuscripts contains over a 
hundred documents touching the fortanes of the mediwval Jows of England 
from the twelfth centary onwards. The Harleian collection is eqaally rich in 
documentary information and much isto be found among Coles’s manuscripts 
and the additional collections. Ths Cambridge University Library and the 
Bodleian at Oxford are not without their Jewish s‘arrs and their accounts of 
processes of varions kind taken outagainst the Jews. Cataloguing, we are fally 
aware, is in itself a thankless task. Except in a few spocial instances ite 
utility is hardly proportionate to the drudgery requisite for its adequate fulfil- 
ment. But the production of the little work we are indicating would be 
certainly a patriotic, if self-denying action. It would bring us another step 
nearer the consummation we have long devoutly wished for—a scholarly and 
complete history of our mediwval predecessors. 


Mr. Israc] Abrahame, M.A., contributes a very interesting Paper on “ The 
Witch of Endor” to this months’ Lrposjfor. His object in writing the paper is 
to defend the Bible from the charge of lending support to a belief in witch- 
craft, lIlis line of argument conveys the impression that the narrator of the 
legend in Firet Samuel wished to imply that Saul was subject to an illusion 
when he thought he saw the shade of Samuacl. LHe poiuts out that the Biblical 
narrative «distinctly states that Saul had not eaten that day, and the vision was. 
shortly after Samucl’s death when Sauls imagination would naturally be keenly 
impressed. with his image. Tho article bears the stamp of the philosophic 
training at which Mr. Abrahams has won so much honour, and we fancy that 
we could even trace the Ite of argument to Mr. James Sully’s “ Linsions,”’ 
which Mr. Abrahams has doubtless been lately reading. However this may be, 
Mr. ‘Abrahams has shown a power of thoughtful exegesis in this short paper 
that encourages us to hope that we have in hin a valuable addition to the 
acanty band of workers in Jewish literature, 


In the melodrama “ Pluck " now being successfully performed at Drury Lane 
Theatre there ig a character of a generous Jewish financier named. “ Bevis 
Marks,” who acts in large measure as the good angel of the piece, 
The character was doubtless intended, like _ Dicken’s “ Riah,” in a 
timilar case, a8 counterpart to that of ‘Mr. Isidore Montmo- 
renci,” alias Ieaace, which figured in a previous play by the same 
authors, and was far from presenting a favourable aspect of Jewish character. 


The intention ef the authors in the present instance has been rewarded by the | 


kympathetic reception accorded by the audience to the scenes in which * Mr. 
Marks” appears. It is characteristic that the chief scens which evokes 


this sympathy is one recalling very vividly the attacks on the Jews by the 


Nussian Moujike during the past two years. The stage, aa the abstract and brief 
chronicle of the time, reflects very accurately the flecting shadows of public 
opinion, and in the new attitude taken up towards Jows both by authors and 
audience one may trace the beneficial influence of the late Russian agitation in 
favour of the Jowe, It is at any rate gratifying to learn that the English 
publ ¢ are growing out of the idea that all Jews are echeming usurers,

THE BLOOD ACCUSATION AT TISZA-ESZLAR. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT]. 


BUDA-PESTH, JULY 287TH, 


The expectations which I anticipated from the appointment of the counse] for 
the defence of the Jews suspected of the murder of Esther Solymosy have not 
deceived me, On the 20th ult. Karl Eotvés, in the name of the principal accused, 
Scharf, addressed two petitions to the Tribunal at Nyiregyhaza which, in conge. 
quence of their important nature, deserve to be brought to {public notice, I wi} 
therefore briefly analyse them in the present letter, 


In the firat Herr Eétvis directs attention te the fact that according to Hunga. 
rian law, and according to the judicial practice of the land, the so-called preliminary 
examination is bound to take place prior to the actual trial. The accused in the 
present case have, however, to endure all the annoyances of a preliminary examina. 
tion, they dare not even once confer with their defenders but in the presence of the 
magistrat?; on the other hand, as in the casqof the real trial, they are put upon 
their oath, confronted with witnesses, and dragged, as often asfit pleases the magis. 
trate, to the scene of the alleged crime ; in one word, they are being treated ille. 
gally. They therefore pray that the Royal Criminal Court will declare the prelimi. 
nary investigation to have been concluded, and place them in the position of 
obtaining the legal means for their protection and defence, or, in the event of there 
not being sufficient material for a trial in consequence of the want of actual facts. 
to set them at liberty.. This observation is highly noteworthy. By reading between 
the lines we can perceive that the accased are being detained, and the preliminary 
examination is being dragged out in the hope that something may result therefrom, 
the investigation having started with the premise that in the prisoners the actual 
criminals have been found, From the language used in the petitions there can be 
no possibility of a confession of guilt on the part of the principal accused. In fact, 
the defence takes its stand on the opinion that Esther Solymosy may yet be in the 
land of the living. 


The second petition declares that the complaint to which I have referred ing 
previous letter, with regard to the mode of procedure at the post-mortem 
examination of the body found in the Theiss, is well-founded, The defence claimed 
the right of being present, in the interest of the accused, at this examination. But 
as the former advocate of the prisoners, Dr. Heumann, was not admitted when the 
anatomiste performed their task, the defence demands the exhumation of the body, 
if it be not already too greatly decomposed, for the purpose of subjecting it toa 
fresh examination. The counsel for the prisoners restrict themselves to the desire 
of obtaining an insight into the official reports on the entire inquiry in order to 
ascertain whether everything has been done which justice demands for the proper 
protection of the rights of the accused. They plainly declare that in this respec: 
many sins of omission have occurred to the detriment of the prisoners, 

Whatever may be the actual fate of these petitions, they will, in any case, tend 
to hastenthe trial, which, according to the papers, is to be conducted by Judge Bary. 
This in itself will be an advantage. The wrath of the anti-Semitic populace and 
their representatives in the press is now being tarned against the eminent lawyers 
retained for the defence, and more especially against Karl Eotvés. For example, 
Verhovay, the editor of the /'uyget/cnseg, spreads a report that Herr Eotyis ‘has 


journeyed t> Nyiregyhaza with the view of bribing the peasants, the simple fact» 


being that in consequence of a notice received from the Criminal Court he hes 
taken up his abode there as the leading counsel for the defence, This fact having 


| been made known by Herr Eétvés, Verhovay hastened to withdraw his lying state- 


ments and the abusive expressions by which they were accompanied. None the lees 
does Herr Edtvés intend to bring an action against the /'vqgeffenseq, not so much, a3 
he himself states, to bring about a conviction as to unmask Verhovay in the sight 
of the nation. ‘This would, indeed, be a glorious work, for no one abroad can form 
an idea of the barefaced shamelessness with which this individual prints in large 
type the grossest and most dangerous lies, invents telegrams and correspondence 
full of harrowing details, which can have but one object, viz., to still further inflame 
the passions of the people against the Jews. 


The miserable journal /'vgyrttenseq has become the official organ of the anti- - 


Semitic party; from this polluted source the anti-Jewish newapapers in Germany 
derive their information concerning the “ mystery of Tieza-Eszlar.” Everything 
which originally appears in the Hungarian journal is reproduced in the (rcormanu 
of Berlin, in order to stir up” those hostile feelings which have scarcely yet subsiced 


after the agitation and disturbances of last year. Onody and Henrici are clasping” 
the hand of brotherhood across the frontier, andat public meetings which are being 


held in Berlin, Ruppel demands that diplomas of acknowledgment should be sent 
to Istoczy and Onody. The Ostend:ritung of Berlin is even publishing a special 
edition, and Minister Von Puttkammer believes according to a letter he hee 
addressed to the President of the Jewish community, Herr Meyer Magnus—that t2¢ 
existing laws wiil not permit of its confiscation. : 

It is earnestly to be hoped that the affair will soon take a favourable tarp. Even 
several liberal papers now venture to surmise that the Shochet, Scharf, committed 
the crime as an act of private revenge. One thing can so far be stated with 
certainty, and that is that up to the present not the slightest scintilla of evidence 
has. been produced to show that Esther Solymosy has in reality been murdered,

THE COLONIZATION OF PALESTINE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


£in,—The agitation in favour of emigration to Palestine and Syria among 
the Jews of Rassia and Roumania has perceptibly subsided during the last two 
months, partly in consequence of the increasing opposition of the Turkish 
Government to all colonization echémes within the Asiatic portion of ite domi- 
nions, partly as the result of the reports of the various deputations who have 
been sent to judge for themselves of the possibility of enterprizes of this des- 
cription being undertaken with limited capital, partly in consequence of the 
unsettled state of political affairs in the East, arising out of the Eastern 
question, and, finally, because since ‘the accession of Count Tolstoi to power 
the persecutions have relaxed, and a greater feeling of confidence prevails. At 
the same time it would be a mistake to suppose that the experiences which hav® 
attended this movement have discouraged ita advocates should more favourable 
- conditions present themselves, On the contrary, they have been most valuable 
as tending to familiarize the nation with the idea which it has now become their 
fixed determination sooner or later to realize, and as enabling them to perceiv® 
the mistakes to be avoided, and the precautionary measures to be taken. Depu- 
tations which have been to Palestine have been able to judge for them- 
selves of the truth of the fables which were circulated by the opponents of th® 
movement in regard to danger from Bedouins, unhealthinees of climate, poverty 


of soil, &c. They come back bearing univereal testimony to the fact that there’ 


are healthy, fertile, unoccupied tracts of land on which colonies could be planted 
with every prospect of success and in perfect safety, provided they were started 
with sufficient capital. They have learnt two things, and it is to be hoped that 
they will take the lesson to heart. First, that an emigration for agricultural 
purposes should not be heralded by an outpouring of non-agricultural paupers 
which’must have a most paralyzing effect upon the exertions of those who are 
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organizing colonization upon sound commercial principles ; and secondly, that | 


those will coramence colonization under the most favourable conditions, who 
apply themselves now in Russia and ht oumania to agricultaral pursuits, 


Those interested in the future welfare of their coreligionists cannot perform 
a more useful service than in encouraging them to take to field labour in the 
countries in which they are now established, even though the conditions under 
which they may undertake it are onerous and oppressive. It will prove an 


education of a most valuable kind. Let them get accustomed to day labour on - 


railways, public works, and if possible on farms, not shrinking from the drud - 
gery or privations which it may involve. What Russian and Roumanian Jews 
nee lis hardening and building up physically, 60 as to enable them to endure 

the fatigue incidental to out-door work, and a familiarity with the use of the 
implements of common labour. It has been this inaptitude which has, among 
other causes, tended to render emigration to America a failure’; and it must 
operate seriously against successful colonization in Palestine. The check which 
emigration thither has :eceived may therefore be considered providential, and 


_ has. been the means of preventing a wholesale influx of enthusiastic incapables, - 


who would certainly have encountered nothing but ruin and disaster had they 
persisted in attempting the settlement of a new country under the conditions 


they proposed, ‘Lhose who still cherish the idea of emigrating into the Arab | 


inhabited. provinces of Turkey before the Eastern Question is settled expose 
themselves to the serious risk of massacre, av, whatever happens in Egypt, it is 
almost certain that the fanatical agitation will spread all through Palestine and 
Syria, and that those provinces will become the theatre of a ehad, or holy 
war, the result of which will probably be to eever them from the Ottoman 
Ewpire. Then will be the time for the colonization of those lands. It is to be 
hoped it will not take place uader the pressure of persecution in Russia, which 
has the cifect of driving out of the country a panic-stricken and destitute popu- 
lation, wholly untit for colonization, but that it will bo undertaken calmly and 
judiciously by men of capital, and by societies based upon sound commercial 
principles, | 

‘The Alliances and Jewish associations of Western Europe have tried the 
plan of wholesale emigration to America, and it has failed. The fact that 


their corcligioniste in Russia and Roumania may no longer b2 actually subjected to” 


murder, rapine, ard pillage, should not lead them to desist from their noble 
iflurts to relieve them from the oppresive conditions under which they must 
‘always be compelled to live. Meantime, the poor Jews in those countries should 
occupy the interval by fitting themselves by a hardy out-door life to becoine 
eligible colonists when ths time comes, and their richer brethren in the 
West should prepare themselves to adopt the only alteroative which presents 
itself as affording an escape from the tyranny aad fanaticism of the despotic 
Christian governments of Eastern Europe, and be ready, when the time comes’ 
to use the great resources at their disposal for the colonization and development 
_ by their coreligionists of those rich and fertile lands which extend ficm Aleppo. 
to Gaza, and which are only awaiting the arrival of an industrious population 
to yield of their abundance. The events of this year have proved that the great 
majority of the Jewish nation in Russia and Roumania are enthusiastically in 
favour of a restoration to the land of their ancestors. Tho impetus has been 
given, and though the movement has been checked, nothing can now retard its 
final accomplishment—on the contrary, the temporary political obstractions now 


existing will merely have the effect of damming a flood which will borat forth — 


with greater violence when they have been removed. It will he for those who 

are in the best position to do so, to decide, whether, when that moment arrives 

they will attempt to guide and control it, — |

MANCHESTER SYNAGOGUE.—On Sabbath last the Key, Nermann Gol- 
lancz was inducted into office as minister of the South Manchester Congregation, 
and the Rev. M. Rosenstein as Reader, The-Rev. Mr, Gollancz delivered an instal- 
lation sermon on the occasion, taking his text from Numbers : “ The Lord God of 
spirits and of all flesh appoint a ruler over the congregation, who shall go out 
before them and come in before them, and who shall lead them ont and lead them 
in, 89 that the congregation of the Lord be not as sheep without a shepherd.” In 
these words are contained important lessons for the guidance both of the teacher 
and the taught, ‘This text teaches Ist, the necessity for the appointment of a reli- 
gious instructor for the people ; 2nd, the relation between him and his congregation ; 
and Jrd, the aim of his ministrations. In the days of old, when the nation of Jarael 
could boast. of the immediate watchfulnéas of Goi, the Almighty permitted Ilia 
Spirit to rest upon a select portion of His people, upon the heads of His priests and 
prophets, At the destruction of the Temple prophecy ceased in Israel, the Urim 
and Thummim became silent, and all that was left us for our guidance was the Holy 
Torah—that pure well undefiled which we once found amid the dreary desolation of 
Sinai, and whore waters have ever refreshed us, when, our polity being destroyed 
and our national existence but a name, we were forced to traverse every country on 
the fece of the globe. But why do we now at the present. day require a spiritual 
leader, a pastor’ Surely he is unable to announce to us the events of the future ; 
he cannot, as of old, intercede for a sinning and sinful people and obtain for them 
a gracious pardon from Heaven? It is this argument which our great teacher 
Moses apparently combats when he addresses the Kternal as * God of the spirit and 
of the flesh.’ Were our Creator and Preserver Lord of the tlesh alone, were man a 
being possessing no soul, no spirit, man would be too base to receive spiritual truths, 
and would require a spiritual direction as little as the members of the lower scale in 
creation. Were the Almighty, on the other hand, God of the «pirit alone, were man 
a being purely and solely spiritual, then we should all equally and uninterruptedly 
stand over that Fountain of Knowledge, and, with nothing material to impede our 
course would, without exhortation or admonition, remain faithful to the dictates of 
a Supreme Will. One is required for the congregation to remind them of the trath 
which man alas but too often forgets in the busy turmoil of the world’s demands, 
that they bave a soul, a spirit, which requires to be taught in order to become puri- . 
fied and raked, capable of exercising its highest functions and fulfilling its truest 
mission. The minister should “go out and come in before them.’ He dare: not 
stand above his brethren in pride and arrogance, dare not be below them by being 
unstable in the path of duty ; but he should precede his brethren by being the 
pattern of the highest virtue, He can best communicate wisdom and morality who 
honoura them himeelf ; he can instil into others the spirit of religious patriotia#m 
after he himself has felt their exciting influence. - His whole conduct shou'd be a 
living example of the ideal of a minister of Ged, as expressed by the prophet 
Malachi : * The law of truth in his mouth, and iniquity not found on his lips, walk- 
ing with me in peace and equity, and turning many from win,’ In the eye of 
Heaven we all appear as the flock, and God is its master. And thus will it be the 
aiin of the pastor, as the faithful shepherd, to conduct his hearers to the ever-green 
soil of religion, to stay their thirst at the perennial spring of the Sacred Law, to. 
lead them to the safe 10ad away from the precipice of vice, away from the wolf of 
disbelief and scepticism ; he will have to shelter them during the storms of earthly 
existence under the protecting roof of Faith in God, and in the evening, when the 
sun of life is setting, it will te bis charge to show them the way to the House of 
the Lord, to the shady bowers of Klen, there to enjoy in the realms of beauty and 


of holiness the splendour of the glory of their Master and Maker for ever and 


unto alleverlasting. Mr. Gollancz concluded with a prayer, in which he prayed for 
strength of body and mind to accomplish the errand upon which he that day was 
setting out. :

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OUR ST. PETERSBURG LETTER. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
ST. PETERSBURG, Ava. 4, 1882. 


“ Heavenly Father! when will the sufferings of Thy people come to an end,” 
we must exclaim, when day after day we receive the Job's tidings of the terrible 
misfortunes and misery to which our Russian brethren, now here, now there, are 
continually enduring. The pauperism of the Russian Jews and their degraded poli- 
tical condition have, centurics ago, given rise to the highly critical so-called Jewish 
question, Much has been written concerning this pauperism and political con- 
dition, but not enfficient by along way togive anything approaching a real idea of 
the’actual ead reality, To obtain such an idea, one must live in the country and 
view with one’s own eyes the almost incredible misery and poverty which have 
condemned the great mass of Jowsto alingering death from hunger. The force of 
habit and the upright and deep, albeit. somewhat mystical and superstitious, religions 
feeling alone have resened the Russian Jews from bitter doubt and have given them 
etrength and courage to hope and wait for a better future, The events, however, of 
the piaet year, have not only. materially aggravated their condifion and augmented 
their poverty to an unheard of extent, buthave also deprived them of the strength 
and the epirit to await. better times, From day to day our misery increares 
for even the recent chatge of ministers, from which we hoped so mach, 
has not benefitted ua, notwithstanding the noble disposition and the humane inten- 
. tions of Count Tolstoi. 

A pile of home newspapers and of private communications which I daily reseive 
from trustworthy sources is lying before me, I will enll therefrom a few items in 
order that your readers may gain an insight into our position, and thereby convince 
themselves that I am not exargerating when asbert that strength and courage have 
forsaken us and that-we are plunged into the depths of despair, 

Two weeks ago a commencement was made at Korssunja (Government of 
Kowno) with the expulsion of the Jewish wine and epirit dealers from their houses, 
both there and {n neighbouring villages; The mode of procedure is as follows : 
The, Pristavy makes his appearancé in a certain village and after ordering the Jews 
to uit their homes and to clear out as quickly a9 possible with their goods and house- 
hold effects, he addresses the assembled peasants in the following language : “ Why 
do you endure these Jew wretches, these cheate and bloodeuckers in your midst 
Drive them out!" Naturally, the peasants do not wait to be told a second time, and 
they carry ont to the letter the command of their chief. : 

In the district of Slonim the temporary regulations of the 15th May are being 
rigorously carried out against the Jews, The authorities are expelling not only 
Jews who have recently settled there, but ¢ven those settlers who have been estab- 
lished in the district between 30 and 40 years, On the 12th ult. the local authority 
drove out from the village of Derewinjs six Jewish familica; among whom were an 
army surgeon, and a soldier who had served 17 years in the district, who possessed 
his own house, The peasants, who had lived with the Jews in the greatest harmony, 
refused to carry out the orders of their superior. Nothing daunted, however, he 
summoned some neighbouring villagers, who were less scrupulous, and who not 
only assisted in turning out. the Jews, but also eeized their property and flang it in 
a heap in a field near the village. * It will be easily understood that this property was 
for the most part destroyed or renderéd useless, Nor were. personal acts of violence 
wanting, Ina house there lay a child dangerously i'!, and after having ejected the 
anxious mother, the miscreants threw the child on the heap on which they had cast 
the property of the Jews, A peasant named Sakowitz, living in a neighbouring 
village, pitying the fate of the Jews, placed the property of a Jew for safety in his 
own house, and even offered to give the family a temporary shelter ;.but the chief 
of the village with his own hands seized the goods and threw them into the street, 

On the 1th of July a number of Kazapps made an attack on a Jewish spirit- 
dealer, and when he appealed to the local authority for help the answer. he received 
was; “ It does not concern me." When the poor man, filled with the greatest 
anxiety, returned to his home, he found that the drunken peasants had risen agains: 
the Jews, whose position was for a time most precarious, Fortunately a higher 
authority, the Uradnik, appeared on the scene and succeoded in averting the danger 
by which the Jews were threatened, | 

Inthe town of Chotin (Bessarabia) séveral Kazapps amused themselves by 
throwing salt into the eyes of the Jews whom they met in the streets, Everything 
they carried with them was stolen and they themselves were murderously outraged 
until the police arrived and took down the names of the rioters, whom they however 
at once set free. A similar event occurred afew days later at Berditechew, where some 
soldiers threw stones at the windows of Jewish houws, an] wore: still, at the Jews 
themselves, The results were serious, and may, it is feared, even prove fatal, two 
persons, @ man and a woman, having been dangerously wounded. The miscreants 
specially selected children as their victime, many of them being left for dead. 
Equally serious riots occurred at Kamenitz-Litewsak on the 17th July,and they would 
have assumed «till greater dimensions had not five of the leadera of the mob been 
arrested and summarily punished, In other districts of Bessarabia peasants have 
resolved to expel all the Jews residing ia their milst, even those who were born in 
the villages and who have possessed immoveable property for upwards of 40 years, 
The peasants have applied to the Governor to sanction this proposal, | 

Whilst the Jews are thus exposed to attacks on their lives and property they are 
also exposed to dangers of another kind in the shape of conflagrations which are 
more or leas accidental, Disastrous fires have within the last few weeks occurred at 
Suwalsk (ruining the homes of 60 Jewish families), Wolkowuschxy and Olikelub 
(where 80 Jewish houses were burnt), Witebsk and Kupurchuk. 
| From Kelm_ (in the Government of Kowno) a correspondent writesto me: 


* Although our town has not yet been the ¢eene of anti-Jewish excesses or fires, 
we are yet living in the greatost fear, which is almost as bad as the reality itself, 
Our anxiety is but too well founded, for cur brethren are again being oppressed 
by the police in a pitiless manner. Ina little while, on the basis of the circular 
of the Minister of Finance, they will be deprived of their occupations, and on the 
strength of the temporary regulations they will be expelled from the villages which 
have so long been their homes, ‘The Christian population believe that the well- 
known ciroularof Count Toletoi is merely a diplomatic stroke with an wrriére pensée

. the Christians, especially the anthorities, towards the Jews causes us to fear,

I have just received from Schanlen a lengthy letter, written in Hebrew. from 
which I extract the following characteristic passage : 

“ We no longer know what we have to do. Last year you yourself had the 
fullest opportunity of witnessing the terrible state of poverty into which we are 
ponee, and which caused you to ask how we can endure our miserable condition. 

f you were to return t) our mijst—and out of pity for you we shonld 
not desire such a calamity to beia!ll you—you wouli scarcely credit it when I assure 
you that in comparison with the preseat year. we lived last year in a happy arcadia, 
As you are aware a large portion of our coreligionis's obtain their living by selling 
spirituous drinks ; this mode of earning their breil has just been taken away from 
them, since the ground on which our town stands is not the property of the house. 
owners but of Count Subow. The Jews driven out of the surrounding villages are 
flocking hither, as our town has always been loeked upon as a Jewish commercial 
centre, and they thus contribute largely to an angmentation in the number of 
starving poor, Nota day pasees by without our receiving celegates from neighbour. 
ing towns, who appeal to us for relief to the Jewish enfferers from conflagrations, If 
we are not in a position to afford them much help, on the other hand we 
cannot send them back empty-handed. We could bear everything had not com. 
merce and industry become depressed owing to the continued unsettled state of the 
country. I ask you what do you advise us to do seeing that we dare no longer 
emigrate.” 

Perbaps you in England may advise these unhappy psople in this matter, 
for Schaulcn is an important Jewish-centre and is reckoned among the better situated 
towns, An idea may therefore be formed of the destitution which reigns among the 
Jews in other and less favoured localities, 

M. Veneziani’s project is meeting; with considerable approval in Jewieh circles, 
What are the poor people 
to do when they come here’ If they conld not earn a living in former times, when 
the social and legal position of the Jews was Letter than it is at present, with its | 
legacy from Ignatieff, its temporary regulations and its circulars of the Ministers of 
Finance and War, how will they be able to do so now! We Jews in Russia are 
unable, under existing lawa, to participate in the Vienna Conference, as permission 
would be required from the Minister for Foreign Affairs, and in view of the purport 
of the Conference euch permission would not readily be granted. 

It is, however, the duty of all who have the welfare of the Russian Jews at 
heart to prevent the return of their coreligionists to this country, The poor Jews 
in foreign lands who regret the steps they have taken need not rue their action, for 
the condition of those who remained behind is becoming worse and worse every 
day. Sad as may be the condition of the emigrants, they at least. may hope for a 
better future. We pray you, our dear brethren, do not return here, for you are 
bone of our bone, flesh of our flesh, and we would not willingly see you succumb 
to the misfortunes which await you here. Mercifal Father! have pity on Thy poor 
and sorely afflicted people! It is time that deliverance were at hand. 


THE VIENNA CONFERENCE. 


The Vienna Conference was held last weck, protracted. sittings being hold 
each day from Wednesday the 2ad inet. to Friday the 4th. It was attended 
by delegates from the Mansion House Committee, the Paris Special Comwittee, 
the Alliance Israelite, Vienna, Pesth, and Brody. Frankfort was not represented, 
nor was Berlin until the last day. Mr. E. Lauterbach, of New York, attended 
and explained the situation in America. ‘The topies discussed were, as before 
agreed upon, M. Veneziani’s project for evacuating Brody, the evacaation of 
other centres, and the treatment of emigrants returning from America.

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 
-— 
A NARRATIVE FROM THE BORDERS, 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
3, 1882. 

It will surely be pleasing to your readers to receive some tidings, which if not 
entirely satisfactory, are yet of a tranquilising nature, in place of the 
mournful and stereotyped reporte of the persecution of the Jews .in 
Ruseia, which so long kept our minds in a state of unbroken anxiety. Within 
the last few weeks the anti-Semitic agitation in Russia has been .at a 
standstill, and with the exception of one or two cases of riots (such as at 
Okno, Balta, &c.) the Jews have not been disturbed in their rest, It seems, and this 
opinion is confirmed by the declaration which Count Tolstoi made to M. Poliakoff, 
that the Russian Government is earnestly determined to put an end to the Judrn- 


ite which have led to such disastrous results, and to severely punish the instiga-— 


tors of disturbances. But it is impossible to avoid arriving at the conclusion that 
the people are even more hateful and brutal than had been expected, for the anti- 
Jewish rioters who have been tried before the criminal courts have as a rule been 
acuitted on the evidence of witnerses whose trustworthiness i8 greatly to be doubted. 
For these reasons, it has been suggested in influential circles that the rioters should 
be placed under a special jurisdiction, a proceeding which in view of present 
circumstances would be extremely judicious, 

I am enabled to communicate the agreeable news that Count Tolstoi's reseript 
has made a most favourable impression: in every district of the country, and has 
contributed in no small degree to the restoration of order and tranquillity. Many 
Jews who would gladly have remained in their homes, but who in fear of their lives 
bad fled to Prussian territory, have already returned"to Ruesia, Both the Prussian 
and the Austrian Governments have ordered that henceforth no fagitives from 
Russia are to be pérmitted to cross the 7rontier unless they are provided with passports 
I deem it my duty to express this as clearly as possible in order that the influence of 
your journal may be brought to bear upon the London Committee, with the view of 
an end being put to the prejudicial and useless emigiation to America. I recently 
had an opportunity of conferring with the heads of the emigration Committee on the 
Prussian frontier, These gentlemen, who formerly were warm advocates of the 
movement, have now veered round to the opinion which I entertain, and they 
bitterly complain of the work in this direction, which has had no other result than 
that of affording a large number of professional beggars an opportunity of travelling 
over a great portion of the world. As for myself I am convinced that with the large 
sums which have been spent in sending emigrants to America much more good 
would have been doneif at the outset there had been but one central organization, 
and if all the Relief Committees had worked in union and harmony with each other. 


Those Jews who were affected by the disasters of 1881 and 1882, that is to Bay, 
those who. lost their homes and property, turned their faces towards their native 
country as soon as the glad tidings of the restoration of order reached them. To help 
these persons, to place them in a position of once more gaining a livelihood, would 
be a great and right noble act of philanthropy which could be carried out ata much 
smaller expense than is required for the promotion of emigration. ‘In sucha case 
no fears need be entertained that among the individuals seeking help there may be 


some who did not suffer from the late disturbances, for as a matter of fact, nearly 


all the Jews in Russi. are the victims of persecution. In the exceptional circum- 
tances under which our Russian brethren live must we seek the origin of their 
backward social position, a position in which they have remained 
the goodwill of the ever to be lamented Emperor Alexander IT. 
If the Jews are to obtain equality of rights with their Christian fellow-country- 
men, they will have to stand higher in the social ecale, and this can only be brought 
about when their m terial position is improved, when out of the large proletariat 
there is formed a body ot useful and independent artizans and agriculturists, ‘Even 
under the worst circumstances they were relatively better off than now, rte: as it 
‘seems. the Relief Committees are hesitating as to what to do with the m, Unfor- 
tunately our numerous philanthropists do not attach sufficient weight to this matter 
and scarcely has the active persecution of the Jews in Russia ceased. when simul. 
taneously the praiseworthy energy of the noble band of benevolent men also appears 
to have come toan end; It looks as if the sorely tried victims were to be left. to 
their fate, without due consideration being given to the fact that the source of their 
nisery is not touched by the cessation of riots and -outrager, In one word the Jews 
in Ruesia must be helped to enter on a new life, and placed above want and beyond 
the reach of danger and of the hatred of the population. May the noble-hearted 
men of wealth among us not wait until they are asked to defray the burial expenses 
of the Russian Jews, and may they hasten to bring abouta better state of affairs 
for their unfortunate brethren in Russia ! 
Another circumstance which rendera an emigration to America or elsewhere 
extremely dangerous is to be noticed in connection with what has been said before 
So long as the lives of the Russian Jews were in jeopardy, or a3 Jong as the belief was 
actually entertained that a large number of Jews would really be helped by emigra- 
_ tion, the fact was lost sight of that an emigration en masse would subject those 


who remained behind to great hardships, especially as many of the fugitives would 


not have fulfilled their military duties. In the coming winter the recruits will be 
called ont, and should a large number of Jews fail to answer the rol'-call, the 
Christian population would be exeited against them, and bad feelings would ones 
more be stirred up, It is therefore a pertinent question to ask whether it is right

| Aboveall, we must be mindful of the fact that European civilization bas not yet made 
such progress—and it is a question wheth-r ic ever will—as to allow the profes- 
‘sors of different creeds and the descendants of various races to live together in peace 
and harmony. And bere we see the difference between Jews and Christians, for 
‘Supposing that there had been a persecution of Germans ia Russia, it would have 
been easy for them to have founded new homes in almost every part of the world, 
tn any case the blow would not have fallen on ‘them as severely as it did on the 
Jews, seeing that the Relief Committees were in doubts as to what they should do 
with the fugitives, It is necossary that we should be prepared for disasters of every

THE: JEWS IN RUSSIA. 

The last of the triale of persons accused of having participated in the riots 

at Balta took place on the 14th and 15th of July, when three of the persons 

were charged with murder, and four, including an officer of police, with theft. 

Prince Urusoff, one of the most eminent jarista in Russia, declared during the 

course of his address for the prosecution, that the facts brought to light during 
the present as well as Lge investigations showed that no real enmit 
existed between Jews and Christians, and that the motives for the anti-Jewist 


riots had to be sought for in other causes, such as artificial instigation and a 
desire for plunder. The Prince, nevertheless, appealed for clemency on behalf 


of the accused. The Court, however, sentenced two of the prisoners who had- 


been found gailty of murder—tho third being acquitted from want of evidence 
to death, and the remainder to ponal sorvitude for life. 


The Odesski Listok commenting on these sentences lays the whole blame of 
the outrages npon the so-called natioval, but Judwophobie press. Lt urges that 
due justice should be meted out to those edifors through whose instigations men 
committed crimes for which they will have to suffer the extrome penalty of the 
law or, what is still worse, perpstua! imprisonment in the mines. 


Trade is reported to be at a complete standstill at Elizabethgrad in conse- 
quence of the anti-Jewish riot#, and the emigration resulting therefrom. Those 
who were the authors of the attacks upoi the Jews now express contrition for 
the barm they have done. ’ 


Fifty-two Jewish families recently applied to the Minister of State Domains 
with the request that he should permit them to join a Jewish agricultural colony 
in the place of a number of families who had been ordered to leave in conse- 
quence of their unfitness for manual labour. The Minister refused to grant their 
request. Yot the Jews in Ruesia are charged with being unwilling to gain their 
living by means of physical work 7 

The new restrictions imposed on the Jews with regard to the purchase of 
landed property are influencing in a most disadvantageous manner the develop- 
ment of the sugar industry. For instance, the well-known capitalist and 
employer of labour, Herr Brodzki, of Kieff, was recently in treaty for the 
acquisition of several tracts of land in the Government of Southorn Russia, in 
order to introduce there plantations of be:troot. The new measures, however, 
compelled him to abandon hie projec’. 

The Golos is informed from Balta that some mysterious individuals aro 
endeavouring to provoke anew the hatred of the Christians against the Jows. 
With this object they have epread a resort that in the month of March last a 
certain Christian woman was killed by the Jews, It was deomed advisable to 
exhume the corpse, and the medical mea by whom it was examined declared 
that there was no ground for the accusation. 

A frightful wurder has been committed at Tomsk, the victim being a 
Jewess who resided in one of the most populous streets of the town. The 


- crime was comwmitted during the husband’s absence and in open daylight, in a 


house inhabited by a number of persons, chiefly Christians. It is alleged that 
no one in the henese heard the elightest noise. The criminal has not been 
arrested nor is there the slighest clae to hia identity. Several outrageous 
attacks on Jews, some of which it is feared will reauit-in the death of the 
victims, have occurréd in other parte of the country. 

Within the last few wecka all the Jews in several parts of Bessarabia who 
have kept spirit shops have boen expelled from their homes by peasants acting 
on the orders of the polices. 

The Russki Evrei etatca that a number of persona, the victims of a recent 
fire in Beesarabia, have been tum: oned before the Chief of Police, by whom 
they were informed that the Government was prepared to advance them loans, 
to be repaid within two years, in order to enable them to make a fresh start in 
life. Our contemporary expresses the hope that this example will be generally 
followed. Firea continue to break ont in towns principally inhabited by Jews, 
(in one case at least, viz, at Borozowko, the disaster ia to be traced to incen- 


disries), and several important congr gations hitherto prosperous have now been 


completely impoverished. An urgent appeal for aid to the sufferers is made by 
the Jlazefira of Warsaw. During the Hate’ fire at Odessa, an officer of police 
hastened to the military barracks ia orler to Obtain the assistance of the 
soldiers in extinguishing the flames, the victima of which were for the most 
part Jews. The captain in charge sent some troops, but at his orders the 
soldiers cor fined their operations (o beating the poor Jews. | 

‘A circular which was received bythe Governor of Odessa from the Ministry 
of the Interior a fev days before the fall of Count Ignatieff calla attention to 
the fact that uuder existing laws foreign Jews are only allowed to carry on 
commerce in the city and cuetotms’ district provided they have paid for and 
received certificates as merchants of the First Guild, and that such Jews must 
in the first inetance obtain the sanction of the Ministers of Finance, the Interior, 
and Foreign Affairs. All foreign Jews not merchants of the First Guild are 
obliged to leave the district within the period of twelve months, The authori- 
tics at once commenced to put this measure into execution, thereby inflicting a 


fresh blow on the Jews residing in O lessa. No exceptions were made, not even 


in the cave of Aus'rian Jews, notwithstanding the fact that a special Treaty of 
Commerce exists between Kussa aud Austria, by which certain privileges aro 
accorded to Austrian Jews. All foreign Jews who wish to remain in Odessa 
will annually have to pay the sum of 859 roubles as merchants of the First 
Guild, an amount which is beyond the reach of many persons, It is stated that 
the foreign cousula in Odessa have applied to their respective Ambassadors in 
St. Peteraburg, who io their turn have made representations to the Government 
with the view of «ff-cting the repeal of the measares which act so unfairly upon 
foreign Jews. The Ambassadors have taken their stand on the fact that their 


countrymea of the Jewish faith must enjoy the same rights as the non-Jews. . 


‘The question is being discussed at present, and the hope is entertained that 
Count Tolstei, in pursuance of his conciliatory policy, will annal the orders of 


his predecessor.

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VARYING SAMENESS. 
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Me. Lavrexce Ouirnant in the interesting paper contributed by him to the 
Nineteenth Century lays much stress on the contrast he has observed between 
Eastern and Western Jews, Yet, on the other hand, we have pointed ont 
to him that there is a fundamental agreement of sympathy between the 
two branches of the Jewish race. They vary in details, but they are the 


same in all essentials and this varying sameness, if we may use the expres- 


sion; is characteristic of our people from time immemorial, 


It is indeed curious to observe how the same attributes cling to Jews 
throughout the ages. We find Judenhetze at the very dawn of Jewish 
history, and the arguments used by the Egyptian priests do not differ 
widely from those of Taritscnxe, Stocker, and their crew. Even in physical 
characteristics Jews are as clearly distinguishable on the Egyptian sculptures 
and Assyrian bas-reliefs as they. are in a London crowd. The long line of 
martyrs from the Maccabean period to the Jews of York, from the exiles of 
Spain to the refugees from Russia, show the same firmness of devotion to 
the national religion. JeageMian complains of the attraction towards the 
“ custome of the nations,” as ultra-orthodox Rabbis do to this day, while on 
the other hand Sotomon’s (or rather Lemox.’s) idea of a Jewish housewife 
is realised in thousands of Jewish homes at the present time. | 


The absurd charge of child murder at Passover has clung to us, though 
so often disproved, throughout all the Christian centuries, and is a serious 
source of danger in Hungary at the moment we are writing. Readiness 
to travel dates from the days of Sotomon and the expeditions to Ophir and 
Tarshish. The Jews were the first to found a system of compulsory educa- 
tion and they still have 50 per cent. more attendants at the higher schools 
and universities of Germany than the proportion of their numbers would 
allow. The Bible records charitable institutions very similar to the organi- 
zations which form one of the chief glories of modern Jews, while the poor 
box and poor dish of the Middle Ages connects new and old in this respect 
also, Music plays as great a part in the Bible as sculpture does in Gree 
literature and the art still forms the pride of modern Jews, 


Farther, it is worthy of notice how the juristic talents of the Jews of 
the Talmud have been transmitted to their descendants. The Talmud itself 
has doubtless aided in developing this faculty, but whatever the reason it is 
no accident that has caused the Master or Tug M, Caemienx, 
Heer Gopgrapr, and many lawyers not raised to the Bench or to the Ministry 
to shine out so conspicuously as masters of legal science and 
forensic art. Then again it is characteristic that Heine should 

have attempted to be between France and Germany what his ances- 
tors had been between Arabic culture and Christian civilization and between 
Italian knowledge and German ignorance. New Psalms are sung during 
the Diaspora not unworthy to be classed with those chanted during the Exile, 
and Zonz has pointed out how the spirit of the Prophets was carried on 
through the Hagadists even to a few earnest preachers of the present age. 


It cannot perhaps be said that modern Jews have shown that stubborn 
_ power of resistance to armed force and that dashing enthusiasm of attack which 
came out in the Maccabwan period, at the last siege of Jerusalem and inthe 
final struggle at Bethar, But at any rate no deficiency in point of courage 
was shown by the Jewish contingents on both sides in the Franco-Prussian 
and in the Russo-Turkish wars, It was said, for example, that over 2,000 Jews 
fought on the two sides in the battle of Woerth, General Lawserr, late Mili- 
tary Commander of Paris and now commanding in Tunis isa Jew, and the late 
Gieneral Lazanizrr was distinguished for dash in the cavalry evolutions 
conducted by him in the war with Turkey, Perhaps, however, the boldness 
of Jewish speculators on "Change represents the “ survival”’ of the old war- 
like spirit. | 
Jewish capacity for languages is no new thing. The tradition that 
every member of the Sanhedrin knew seventy tongues, is hyperbo'ic 
but it undoubtedly indicates polyglot acquigements among many of the Rabbis. 
In the Middle Ages Jews founded Comparative Philology and Professors

It is scarcely necessary to add that Jews have throughout the history of 
their wanderings preserved that remarkable union of cosmopolitanism and ex- 
clusiveness which, perhaps, more than any other thing is characteristic of the 
modern Jews. Itshinesout ofthe pages of the greater prophets and is equally 
conspicuous in those of Moses Menpevssonn, Finally, the vital statistics of 
the Jews are almost identical in their main features wherever Israelites live. 


And yet, with all this constancy of type, we find in each age and in 
every country minor variations which testify to the remarkable adaptability 
of the Jew. He would indeed have been “ hard-shelied” if he had shown 
himself impervious to the manifold forms of culture with which he has come 
in contact. Thus we find him an Alexandrine at Alexandria, he did at 
Rome as the Romans, the Talmud is full of Greek phrases and customs 
In the “‘ Age of Ignorance,” before Manomer, we find many Arabian Jews. 
distinguished for their valour, and one of the finest poems in the “ Hamisa,”’ 
or collection of heroic lyrics, is by Samugu, the Jew.

In any study of the Jewish charactér this varyiug sameness must be 
recognized as the chief proviem to be investigated.. What is the original 
type of the Jewish cheraeter, and how has it been modified by events ? 
These are the main aspects of the problem. We have to assume in the 
former that heredity tends to preserve the original traits, and in the latter 
we have to investigate the elements derived from the remarkable vicissitudes 
of Jewish history. Any statement that leaves out either of these elements 
must necessarily be one-sided. How'often do wo not see the character of 
the Jew decided upon simply by an appeal to the Bible, as if he had remained 
entirely unchanged during the two thousand years that have intervened since 
Bible times! Thus, the discussion that took place between Mr, Go.towin 
Saitu andthe Rev, Dr. Haamann Avuer almost entirely ignored anything 
outside the Bible, On the other hand, the vast and potent influence of heredity, 
and the substantial identity of the Jewish spirit m all ages and in every 
clime, is ignored when writers assume a complete variance of feeling between 
Eastern and Western Jews. ! 


A complete account of the peculiarities of the modein Jew would, 
therefore, have to take into consideration the original stock from which he 
sprang, the variations from that stock with which he first appears in history, 
and the mcdifications which he has undergone in the long ages during which 
he has lived in the full light of history. It is the fact that all these ele- 
ments are ready at hand and capable of investigation that gives the study 
of the Jewish character quite a scientific interest, as the Jews are the only 
body.of men whose antecedents can be traced through such a length of 
time as three thousand years. As M. James Darnmaterer has well put it: 
* Jewish history offers to historical psychology an interest which no other 
history offers to so great a degree, for it presents the longest series of expe- 
riences that have ever been recorded, gone through amidst the most vary- 
ing environments by a single and identical human force, known and 
constant,” | |

LEOPOLD ZUNZ’S BIRTHDAY. 


|] FROM A CORRESPONDENT |. 


On Thureday, the 10th of August, Leopold Zanz completed the 88th anni- 
vorsary of bis birth, He hae passed the years of strength as the Psalmist names 
the eightieth, and, to ose his own witticiem which he sent to Z. Frankel on his 
70th birthday, the nmja3 of years have been lent him for the NW2 of his 
work. He has, however, retained the blessing of a healthy old age, for bis eye 
is still clear, his mind etill fresh, and, as was said of Moses, his nataral 
force ia not abated ; not his nataral force alone, bat also that force which 
we moderne call humour. Whoever sees the weakly little man with the flowing 
locke falling grey upon his shoulders would scarcely imagine the keenness and 
readiness of his spirit, or the epigrammatic remarks which emanate from his 
atill burning wit. 
Heaven that the weight of age that spares no mortal has fallen lightly on him, 
and he has not so much changed that the Zanz of old dues not now and then 
appear as he is in reality and in all moments of joy. Bat these points of light, 
these moments of joy, come to him more and more seldom ; for the most part 
ho ie filled with gloom. He has been wounded in one thing, but that aleo the 
most important—ibe heart. The death of his wife who, as be often saya, was 
hie all, was the blow from which he can never more recover, Ilias interest 
for all that which he once followed with all the power of his genius and the 
whole warmth of bie heart has died away ; he finds no longer any consolation 
in what was crewhile his joy avd his love ; bis mind wanders amoog the tombs, 
he thinks only of what he has lost. Alas! that he should have had to show os 
in this ead manner how atrong the heart beats in thia clear-witted and shrewd 
thinker ; to thoee who know and admire bias works it can be no secret that love 
and a noble heart tock their part in their composition as well asa clear head 
and an é¢xtraordioary intelligence. 

More than io any other year we have to thisk of Leopoll Zanz and to 
rejoice on this occasion of bis birthday, for it ia now fifty yeara since the 
Gottesdienstliche Vortraege firat saw the light. The jubilee of a book! It is 
a blessing of Providence thet it should be granted to the author of this very 
book to survive its fiftieth year. As this work is the foundation. stone, the 
corner stone of Jewish science; go ite author remains to be the hero of our 
literary g« neration. 


Many who have been inepiced by the light which Zanz hay kindle! have © 


passed away into the night and to eternal reat, but ho still lives to watch how 
the fire of his spirit flames on and scatters light and warmth on all tides. He, 
the leader of us all, has the joy of accompanying his book, still working for good 
in ite second half century and of watching -the bleesing that he has given to the 
world, He might have brought ont, edition after edition, it is well known how 
raré it is and that it ia worth ite weight in gold, but he could not make up his 
wind to put band to his work for since its first appearance the materials have 
eo increased that even the powers of a younger nan would be scarcely equal to 
the task. He could no longer co-ordinate the investigations to which thie truly 
historical work bas given rise. His own copy which is aleo remarkable for being 
the only one in which the censor bas altered nothing, bears marks of the loving 
attention which he has paid to the literature of the subject for nearly half a cen- 
tury. The margins are plentifully enriched with additions, corrections, au altera- 
tions, These gloesce tell more eloquently than any descriptions the won lerful 
progrest of Jewish science since the appearance of the Gotlesdicasiliche 
Vortraege. 

Some sigos of love and honour have doubtless bacn sent from. various 
quarters to the author on the 20.h July, 1882, the jubilee day of his work, bat 
only the emallest part of the admiration and regard which the name of Zauz 
arouses in all quarters of the globe could then have found expreasion. 
once more learo the fidelity and adwiration of so many who have never seen him, 
for hia scholars have learnt from him in the apirit. May it be once more known 
that one wish moves the whole cf Judaism, “ May heaven keep with us for 
many and many years our literary patriarch Leopold Zanz.”

boys’, Miss Rose Essirger, C.T., and Miss Rosenberg, to take charge of the 
girls. . 


TOE GREAT FIRE AT SMYRNA. 


[FYROM OUR CORRESPONDERT. | 


SMYRNA, JULy 287TH, 1889, 


A fresh and most disastrous calamity has jast overtaken the Jewish com. 
munity of Smyrna. Daring the night between the :8th and 19th of this month 
a terrible conflagration devoured the poorest part of the Jewish quarter, 
thereby re ducing more than 1.000 families to a state of utter destitution. The 
fire commenced at 9 o'clock in the evenirg and was not got under until 6 o'clock 
the following morning. The scene at that moment was heartrending, A 
crowd of womea, children, and aged persona of both sexes were ranning aboat 
besides themselves with grief, carrying with them whatever articles the flames 
had epared, and all of them in search of shelter. Nearly all of them have been 
provisionally located in various place, exposed, however, to the ardent heat 
of the deg days. Through the excellent care of the Society Gemijlath Hassadim 
food was immediately distributed among the poor sufferers, M. Alexandre 
Sidi having generously contribated a sum of 5,000 piastres to warda the expenses 
in addition te 10,000 piastres voted by the Society for the same object, : 

At the same time the Committee of the Alliance as well as several notables 
met in the /ocal of the Consistory, and it was resolved to address the Governor- 
General, Ali Pasha, with the request that he should form a relief commit'ce 
and open a subscription. His Excellency favourably received this suggestion, 
and he at once formed under his presidentship a general committee coasisting 
of the leading men of the different communities in the town. The Jewish 
members are MM. Alexandre Sidi, H. Polako, H. Politi Argi, 8. T. Pariente, 
David Cohen, David Taranto, D. Henriques, and Dr. Fano Bey. A sub- 
scription was immediately opened, of which M. Heintze, Director of the Otwo- 
man Lank, is Treasurer, aod up to the present about 8)0 Turkish pounds have 
been collected in this city. Desides, oa the 19ch, when several thousands of 
meu, Women, and children were without shelter, M. Alexandre Sidi sent telegrams 
in vatious directions wherein he appealed to the generosity of coreligioniste in 
Earope, Among the gifts received from abroad [ may mention tho following: 
MM. de Rothschild Fiéres of Paria, 50,000 france, the Alliance Israélite Univer- 
selle 2000 france, Sir N. M. de Rothschild and Sir Albert Sassoon, £100 each, 
Dr. M. Allatini, of Salouica, 1,000 france. Itis to be hoped that further 
generous offerings will be forthcoming, for the need is great. We have not 
only to provide the poor poop'e with food, licen, and bed coveriags, but we 
must also secure for them salubriousa dwellings, less likely to become a prey 
to the flawnes than wae the case with their former habitations. A number of 
huts have been provisionally constructed, rooms hava been hired, and the 
remainder have been installed in some synagogues. Unhappily the conglomera 
tion of a large number of persons has rusalted ia the spreading among the 
children of small pox of a virulent character. Dr. Faso Bey, Director of the 
Jewish Ho-piial and Dr. Belleli, who has. recently settled in this city, have 
attended the patients with a zeal which merits the highest praise. As sooa as 
the rainy season approaches it will become necssary to construct a kind of 
artizans’ town, ia which @ portion of the families who saffered by the confla-- 
gration will be permanently cetablished. 

From a religious point of view the victims of the fire may be divided as 
follows : 650 Jewish, 200 Mussulinan, aad 150 Curistian (Greek) families. The 
K. lief Coumittee has apporiione! 75. per cent. of the fand among the Jews, 15 
per cent. among the Turks and 10 per cent. anung the Greeks. Fortunately 
no deaths resulued from the fire, but several persons were injared aad conveyed 
to the Rothschild Hospital, whers they are receiving every care and attention. 
Yesterday evening the company of the Greck thea're gave a gala performance 
in aid of the relief fund, which was attende! by the Goveraor-General and by 
the élite of the Smyrna coamnunity. 

‘lo order to form an idea of the charges which our commnanity have tomest | 
at the present moment, | may observe that in afditiun to the sufferers from the 
conflagcation we have to support 50 Jewish fa nilies who have fled 
from Egyp’, 25 fanilies from Kossia, and lo fanibes who arrived thie week 
from Theesaly. This confirms the well-known alage that “ misfortunes never 
come singly.” 

The Sablime Porte has just ordered the Governor-Goneral to expel the 
refuge:s from Russia unless they becowe O.toman subjects, This measure 
appears to te thorough'y justitied, and our Russian coreligioniets will have

RUSSIAN REFUGEES IN AMERICA, 


We have received several New York journals of recent date in which are 


published at great length particnlars of the work of snitably sheltering and 
placing the Raesian refugees. It is still contended that the burden thrown upon 
the American Jews i¢ greater than they can bear, and beyond what has beon 


borne by the Jews of Europe in proportion to the respective numbers and 


wealth. 


Colonization schemes bave been tried with varying results. In the majority 
of instances the most hopeful results have followed. We quote the following 
from the New York World of the 24th ult. : 


The most sensible and the most hopefal experiment that has yet been made to 
rovide for them is the system of agricultural training schools devised by the 
Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society of New York. One of these training schools was 
established two months ago near Vineland, a town in the lower. penineula of New 
Jersey, 31 miles south of Philadelphia. A colony was planted there of 126 families, 
consisting of more than 500 persons, under the direction of Mr, A. C, Sternberg, of 
Hartford, Conn., a practical farmer of thirty years’ experience, 


From a distance of a mile the flag-pole, with a faded flag of the United States, 
je visible, The settlement was made two months ago in the woods, and the place 
_ still has the appearance of new ground, There were five long, narrow, single-story 
unpaintel plank houses parallel to one another, about 200 feet apart, and one 
shorter house of the same kind, which is the kitchen. It was noon when I arrived, 
and the men were seated with their wives and children on the shady side of the 
houses, standing in little groups under the trees, or getting water at the pump. 
Two or three dozen women were in sight, most of them with tin pans and nearly 
half a hundred children were romping about the ground—energetic, half-clad, dirty 
urchine, Every man of the first group that I approached touched his hat, not with 
the simple and hearty politeness of the English or German peasantry, but rather, I 
fancied, with a half-servile air that-hinted of fear and oppression. Not one of them 
spoke English, but they pointed to the door in one of the houses and one of them 
said “ office.” In the office Mr, Sternberg, helped by his wife and. secretary, were 
cutting off parce!s of cloth from large bolts and making up bundles of clothing for 
every family, This clothing, he explained, is charged to the account of every 
family in the colony, and the men are told, with more tact than trath, that they are 
expected to pay for it when they become self-supporting. 

When the dinner-bell rang a crowd of two or three hundred men, women, and 
childrer rushed to the kitchen. There three or four cooks were serving the dinner 
of soup and boiled beef, Every applicant had a vessel, most of them tin pans, others 
of earthenware, and several tin wash-basins, into which a ladle of soup and a piece 
of beef was dipped from the large cauldrons. Some were very impatient to be 
served, but the most of them quietly waited till their turns came, and then went 
with their dinners to their houses. The bread was given out in the same way from 
the commissary. The fare was not tempting, but wholesome and better than the 

‘food given to steerage passengers On the steamships. The meat is sent daily from 

Philadelphia. Of course it comes from a Hebrew butcher, and is “ clean” meat: 
This gathering for dinner gave a good opportunity for seeing the colonists. The 
men are much more robust then the mercantile Jewa in New York. Many of them 
are really of handsome stature —5 feet 8 in. to 5 feet 11 wn. tall—with well-developed 
muscles. Most of them were still dressed in their peasant costume: The women 
were not clad in such style as to be presentable in society, perhaps, but most of them 
were as tidy as working-women usnally are in the middle of a week in the country, 
They showed a disregard, however, of certain delicacies: of drets that American 
women of all classes observe. They were all heaithful in appearance, and the 
robustness of the children was especially noticeab!e, 


One of. the five long buildings contains the store-room, a common dining-room, 


which, however, is not often used, the superintendent's office, the office of the 


teachers and a room for medicines and such necessities, The other four buildings 
are divided into emall roome, about 12 by 1! feet—a succession of rooms on cither 
side of a narrow. passage—and a family occupies each room. The most ef them 
contain two beds, ope for the parents and a lower bed for the children. The 
bedsteads are merely * bunks,” made of unplaned boards. Of course little room is 
left for other furniture, and a trunk or chest takes up almost the entire space not 
occupied by the beds. Under each of these roofs more than a hundred people live, 
but the rooms are clean and one meets no‘unpleasant smells while going along the 
hall, In the rooms I saw women more neatly dressed than those I had seen outside. 
The women are cheerful, noticeably cheerful ; and, in so far as success in this new 
venture in life depends upon their cheerfulness it should be a success Indeed, tha 
appearance of these huts (and even in a space of 12 by 14. feet & woman can show 
both her pluck and her tastes) is the best promise I'saw of ultimase success. The 
arrangements of ten-cent curtains, of calico spreads, of thrceold books and of arug 
of bagging can be made to tell the desire for a home, aud of. appreciation of it 
A shoo it shall be got. ‘This is the divest poverty in America, and yet it is full of 
ope. 

The childishness of the men and women is pitiabte. Left to themselves they 
would be the most hopelessly helpless creatures in the world, They do not lack 
intelligence, perhaps they may not lack thrift, but they do lack tact. “ They can't 
get a-hold of our way of doing,” the man who drove me from Vineland said, They 
work in gangs, and every gang has a leader and the leaders are under the direction 
of aforeman. When the bell rings at four in the morning they go a-field, When 
told to cut, they cut ; when told to hoe, they hoe ; when told to plough, they plough, 
Their breakfast is brought to them at six in the field, At nine they qait work until 
two, At two the bell rings again and they go out till seven. They have endured 
this work for two mouths admirably. Jc has made them stroag and they show no 
tigns of weariness or dissatiefaction, But if there were no bell to ring and no fore- 
man to direct them, would they be as long enduring? In fact, would they under- 
stand at all what to do’? This will be the test. Every man of them reads and writes 
‘Russian or German, or both, and knows the Hebraic ritual of the synagogue. Every 
man of them is familiar with the long chronicle of Jewish glory and misfortune, 
and every man of them appreciates life among a people that is tolerant instead of 
oppressive, On the Fourth of July the carpenters erected arches and stars and 
the women covered them with evergreens. The significance of the day was explained 
to them and they went wild praising America and becams fairly intoxicated with 
liberty, But will Mr. Solomon Moses know when his potawes ought to be dug, and 
knowing, will he dig them? In fact, does Mr. Moses see greater happiness in New 
Jersey potatoes than in dry goods on the Bowery? I have faith in Mra, Moses at 
least, She will learn to milk a cow with grace, Already she can pick blackberries 
with skill, anj, as soon as her son dons trousers, he can be depended on to sell them 
with profit, I think that she will know the advantages (and diradvantages) of a 
prolific breed of geere ; and her house will always be tidy. 

Mr. Sternberg himself, who is a Chrietian, but who has had a long and intimate 
acquaintance with Jewish life, thinks that he has already proved that the Jews can 
ba depended on ss agriculturists in America. The question of physical endurance, 
he thinks, was the main question ; and these men have cheerfully endured two 
months of continuous hard Jabonur ten hoursa day, He feared that they would be 
dievatisfied and would wish (and this was his first planj to go West as s00n as they 
thould begin farming on their own account, But they are very cheerful and hope- 
ful. He has officially reported that they are the most ”¢ pupils in agriculture that 
he has seen during an experience of thirty yeare, And already they are anxious, 
tome of them impatient, to begin life for themselves. In the colony, of course, they 

have no property, The land, the houses, the stock, the tools were all furnished by 


the Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society of New York and the society supports them 
entirely. This year the crops will be worth little, for it has not been a good season 
and the ground is too new to eg well, Itisa first year’s crop, They are, there- 
fore, still absolute paupers. The purpose of the society is to divide the land into 
tracts, and to give a tract toevery family. Then “ root hog, or die.” The men say 
already that they would havea greater stimulus to work if they had homes of their 
own. This division will be made most likely ia time for every one to plant next 
yee s crop. This plan (and it seems a wise one) the Superintendent explained at great 
ength in his recent report to the society, He recommended that the society should 
give every head of a family an allotment of fifteen acres, a small house thereon, the 
necessary furniture and agricultural implements (on the most economical basis ) 
and assistance for a definite limited time with the necessaries of life ; it bein g 
plainly understood that at the expiration of such time all further support will be 
withdrawn. He has questioned many of the immigrants as to how they would 
manage the new land to support their families, and he reports that he is convinced 
they not only fully comprehend the difficulties, but also that they are quite able to 
grapple with and in the end to solve them. They do not expect to devote their entire 
time to the cultivation of the land at first, but they propose to get work for them- 
selves and their children on neighbouring farms, on the railroads and in factories, 
always in such cases leaving their families at the colony. “In fact,” he aaya,“ I 


_ cannot but believe that they possess a most fertile ability to earn a livelihoodif once 


permanently settled with their families.” 


The following presents an approximate estimate of the cost of this plan for each 
family thus settled - 


Fifteen acres of land at 15 dols, per acre.......... 225 dala, 
llouee 60 6 04 666-686 6 06.56 6-08 ee 
500 dola. 


Upon this basis he predicts that the colonists will be able to repay the advance 
above proposed. ‘This advance is to be lent at a low rate of interest, say 3 per cent, 
per anraum, and the term of repayment extended over a period of say ten years, in 
inetalments, During the first three or four years the payments should be aa little 
burdensome as possible, owing to their extreme poverty in the beginning, the neces- 
sary work not immediately remunerative required on new land, their comparative 
inexperience and their unfamiliarity with our language. Two teachers are now 
giving lessons in the rudiments of Kaglish to the children, preparing them to enter 
the public schools in the vicinity as soon as the fall term begins. Additional school 
buildings are erecting by the State to accommodate this sudden large increase of 
children caused by the establishment of the colony, 


A layman reads the Hebrew service to the congregation of colonists, They 
observe their Sabbath (Saturday) and are not disturbed for working on Sunday, 
These religions customs, as well as the peculiar dietary lawa of the Church, can all 
be observed after they shall become independent and settled—observed, too, without 
the least clash with the customs of other people. Thus, surely, one of the groatest 
hindrances is avoided. If the colonists will work and will get “ our ideas of doing 
things,” the whole problem of the disposition of the Russian refugees will be moat 
happily settled, And there are good reasons to believe that the experiment will be 
suecessful. The chiof reason for doubting it is the tradition that the Jews will not 
dig their living out of the ground. These-men have the endurance and thus far they 
have shown the willingness, Why shou'd this old tradition be etronger than the 


hopeful evidence of facts?

No 
one can perase it without feeling impressed with the “ noble iaflaence " the author 
desires to exereise over the minds of his readers,

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“THE JEWS OF BARNOW.” THE JEWS OF YEMEN. 


The Jews of Ba rnor, by KABL EMIL FRANZOS (Blackwood ). 


To readera of any creed these stories might well be recommended as full of 
interest, pathos, and knowledge of human nature. They ecek to place before 
the reader, in artistic form, the life of aemall community buried in Podolia, and 
equally hidden from the larger life of the world. They are in the best sense of 
the word romantic, displaying the elementary forces of human passion in criti- 
cal epieodes ; nor do they lack humour, a quality which is often associate] with 
the best romantic work. All this might form their recommendation to the 
“ general” reader, but for a Jewish audience these tales have a far nearer 
interest. They enable us to obey the precept of the Roman poet, antiquam 
erquirite matrem, and discover the original source of many of our customs and 
feelings. We do not know if Barnow can be found on the ordnance map of 
Russia, but most of us English Jews have come but a few generations ago from 
towne more or leas like Barnow, and we bave here the inner life of the Jewish 
quarter of such a town displayed with fall knowledge, and, to some extent, 
with adequate sympathy. In his preface Herr Franzos, who, by the way, lays 
claim to the celebrated saying, “ Every land has the Jews it deserves,” declares 
that his object has been to give, in an artistic shape, “a clear idea of Polish 
Judaiem as a whole.” We cannot altogether agree that he has entirely suc- 
ceeded, Wo have here only the harsher and sterner aspects of Polish Judaism, 
as seen in the struggle for existence, The gentler and more humane clements, 
the wit and humour, the charity and devotion to an ideal, if a distigured one, 
only pass acrors the pages as shadows. The realities of the books are stern, 
cruel, at times terrible. Take, for inetance, the final episode of the 
book. Lea. Bergheimer was noted for her very beautiful hair, and to 
reserve it she remained for a long time unmarried. At last she married Ruben 
torenmaner, after exacting from him a promise which was divalged to no one, 
The first two children died and a corse seemed to rest on her. When near her 
third confinement, she fainted in synagogue, and it was then discovered that 
the had not cut off her bair as required by Podolian customs, bat had hidden 
it onder the Scheitel.. Her hasband was putin Cherem ani afierthe birth of a 
son aband of Jews broke into Lea's house, bound ber and cut off her hair, 
causing her death through the slick. The curious custom of the Scheitel might 
turely bave been illustrated in a lesa hareh form, even if this incident really 
happened. On the other hand not all the stories have such a. stera character 
though mort are ead. The pathetic history of the beautifal “ Esterka Regina” 
who pretended not to love ber lover because she did not feel cultured enough 
to be his wife; Nathan Silbermann who divorces his wife that she may marry the 

man she loves, David Blum who devotes his whole life to the poor of his own 

’ people, and many other characters shew moral heroism beyond the common. 

‘he Tenden: of the stories is mainly to show the conflict between the narrow 

‘ and intense life of the Ghetto and the “ culture” of the world outside it. The 
great blot in the Podolian life seems to have been the low status of women 

and the absence of any love before marriage. Less intense than Sacher 
Masoch, if more sowertal thee Kompert, lees subtle than Auerbach and with- 

out Bernstein's humour, Herr Franzoe has yet something of the qaalities of all 

these writera, and bis “ Jews of Barnow” ig consequently the most interest- - 
ing wet of stories that has becn presented to the Jewish public in an Eoglish 
dress. We hope that the translator, My. Macdowall, who has dose his work 

exceedingly well, way be induced to tsanalate other tales of Jewirh iaterest. 

We might instance Sernstein’s “ Mendel Gibbor or “ Vogele der Maggid or 
one of Komperts’ tales of Jewish egyiculterjets. Meauwhile we cannot suggest 
any better companion at the seaside than Fracsos’s “ Jews of Barnow.”’ 

It would be unfair to leave thig book without giving a specimen that may 
serve to show how excellently Herr Franzog has canght the spirit of Jewish life 
and at the same time to show how well Mr, Macdowall has preservedthis in his 
translation. | 


“ Little Mendele trembled in every limb, but all at once he drew himself up and 
began to ting the ‘ Kol-Nidra,’ that ancient simple melody, which no one who has 
ever heard can forget. His voice at first sounded weak and uavering, butit gradually 
gained strength and volume, filled the edifice,. thrilled the hearts of ali the wor- 
thippers, and rose up-to the throne of God.

The tale of our woes might -be héard in his voice—of our unspeakable 
woes and our innumerable tears, But there was tomething else to be heard in it 
too. It told us in triumphant totes of our pride in our nation, and of our contidence 
and trust in Ged, Ah me! I can never deserlbe the way little Mendele sang that 
evening ; he made us weep for our desolation, gud yet restoreiour courageand our 
trust.’

A few weeks ago we announced the arrival in Jerusalem of 26 Jows from 
Sanaa, the chief town of the Arabian province of Yemen, who, with a numbe 
of others, left behind in Egypt, bad fled from their homes in conseqnence of the 
persecution to which they were subjected. A correspondent of the Jidiathe 
Literaturblatt at Jerusalem sends the following particulars respecting the abe 
comers, The fogitives from Sanaa are of a Jark colour and are attired like the 
rural Arabs. The men speak Hebrew, but it is difficult fora European to under. 
stand them, as they pronounce the letters according to the Arabic syatem 
According to information furnished by them, Sanaa contains about 1,500 Jewish 
families, whose houses are situated outside the city proper. The tax pa ers 
(persons from 15 to 50 years of age) number about 1,500, Cabhbalistic 8Uper- 
stitions are widely spread among the Jews. ‘They possess 26 synagogues 
and their principal occupations are those of gold, silver and ironsmiths, wood. 
carvers, tailors and shoemakers. Two-thirds are considered rich, that is to aq 
they own from 5,000 to 6,000 francs. They marry when thirteen or fourteen 
years old (females, however, at theage of eightor nine) An anmarrled girl of 
13 is looked upon as an old maid. Oa Friday work ceases at noon, when the 
Zohar is read in the synagogues followed by the afternoon service, The 
worshippers then go home to prepare for the Sabbath and return towards sunset 
for evening service, which is preceded by the Song of Soags. Evory parson 
called to the Law reads his own portion with a curious intonation and translates 
each verse in Arabic. Warlike Jewish tribes reside at Chaida and Saadeh, eight 
days’ journey from Sanaa.
